Untinished Business 


BY GARNER J. WILKINS 


Diligent, assidious and sedulous in 
duty is the broadest term for service. 


“There is that scattereth, and yet in- 
creaseth; and there is that withholdeth 
more than is meet (sufficient), but it 
(this last) tendeth to POVERTY. The 
liberal soul shall be made fat: and be 
that watereth shall be watered also, bim- 
self. He that withholdeth corn, the peo- 
ple shall curse him: but blessing shall be 
upon the head of him that selleth it. He 
that DILIGENTLY seeketh good bro- 
cureth favours but he that seeketh mis- 
chief, it shall come unto him” (Prov. 11: 
24-27). 

Here, we may contrast the liberal and 
frugal sower and subsequently the com- 
pensation of each. This is applicable to 
an inferior grade minister who is lazy 
and indifferent to the seriousness of his 
duties and sows sparingly, or to the sorry 
layman who withholds the corn; thereby 
limiting the capacity of the sower and 
his seed. Or it may be applied to those 
of each group who scattered good seed 
and good works and good sums of con- 
secrated money for an ultimate IN- 
CREASE of the same. 

I am persuaded we need to learn a big 
lesson in service. We need to become dili- 
gent students of the business of TRAIN- 
ING for service, training ourselves in 
the discharge of our calling and our elec- 
tion. “Seest thou a man diligent in his 
business? He shall stand before kings” 
(Prov. 22:29). 

The term “‘assidious” is defined: 1. 
Diligent application to any enterprise. 2. 
Studied and persevering attention, which 
is understood to mean: a faithful dis- 
charge of all duties assigned to one, and 
to be attentive to the welfare of all per- 
sons regardless as to whether or not they 
immediately come within one’s prescribed 
routine. Constant, careful, and regular 
in the application of one’s occupation. 

It is said that an assidious physician or 
nurse is one who gives earnest, constant, 
unremitting care to his patients. Should 
not the minister of God be assidious in 
the labors pursuant to his vocation? 
Surely, and much more this should be 
said of them tor they deal with the all- 
important soul-sick patient, and those 
who are recuperating from the ravages 
of a disease called SIN. 

Those who are assidious in the applica- 
tion of noble work are honored as capa- 
ble and proficient servants and as bene- 
factors to humanity, and that virtue has 
its own reward. Any who would be 
great, let them first learn the chief re- 
quisite of greatness—SER VICE. 

Study the answer of Jesus to the am- 
bitious James and John with their 


mother. “ ... Jesus called them unto 
him, and said, Yé know that the princes 
of the Gentiles exercise dominion over 
them, and they that are great exercise 
authority upon them. But it shall not be 
so among you: but whosoever will be 
great among you, let him be your MIN- 
ISTER; and whosoever will be chief 
among you, let him be your SERVANT. 
Even as the Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for many” (Matt. 
20:25-28). 

Our conclusion is that to become 
truly great, we must first contribute to 
a great or good cause, and our contribu- 
tion to that cause is to render devout, 
unselfish SER VICE. 

All of us cannot serve in the same ca- 
pacity, but there is not one of us who 
cannot make such means serve as we 
possess. Too often, it is said this or that 
preacher does not “feed my soul.” 
Doubtless, that may be ty. in some in- 
stances, but if we wil.,..,;,secrate our 
time, talent and treasure to the service 
of God in the promotion of the gospel, 
invariably OUR SOULS WILL BE 
FED. God will see to it, personally. 
Among the varied industries of the 
world, great stress is placed upon. the 
need and immeasurable value of “GOOD 
WILL.” Widely recognized by business 
leaders everywhere is the fact that the 
most indispensable asset possessed by 
their respective firms or institutions is 
public “good will.” Banking houses, fi- 
nancial institutions, manufacturers, re- 
tailers, wholesalers, and more recently 
public utility concerns pay a high prem- 
ium for the time of those who are able 
to render a broad service conducive to 
good will. In each instance, his remuner- 
ation is quite commensurate to his capa- 
bilities. 

How much more important that the 
service of God and minister of - Jesus 
Christ give studied and persevering at- 
tention to the UNFINISHED DUTIES 
of Christ, the Head of the greatest and 
grandest institution on the earth today, 
or that ever will be, the Church of God, 
building good will. 

What is the “unfinished business” of 
Christ? 

The proclamation of the angelic mes- 
senger, the night of the birth of Jesus, 
was attended by “.... a multitude 
of the heavenly host praising God, and 
saying, GLORY to God in the highest, 
(in the highest heaven) and on earth 
PEACE, GOOD WILL toward men.” 
Jesus Christ came into this sinful world 
to accomplish one specific purpose—to 
effect reconciliation between God and 
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man, the result of which was greater 
glory to God in the highest heaven, in 
the highest degree. And peace to the 
heart of man on earth who was waging 
a losing warfare with himself and the 
conflicting principalities of darkness by 
whom he was continuously defeated, and 
mortally wounded. Accomplishing this 
end, this suffering Christ was received 
back into the highest heaven where he 
waits for the day when He shall bring all 
of the many sons to the full consumma- 
tion of that glory that we have now (in 
a measure) in salvation; the revelation 
of that glory that Paul says is not com- 
parable to the suffering of this present 
time. But Christ did not depart from 
this earth until He had given detailed 
and minute instructions as to what He 
expected of those who were to have com- 
mitted unto them the ministry of recon- 
ciliation and the building of good will. 
They were to await the “falling” of His 
“mantle,” the enduement of power 
from on high, then go ye and do my 
“UNFINISHED BUSINESS.” 

Of course, the plan of redemption or 
reconciliation was fully completed by 
the “author (originator) and finisher of 
our faith.” But that was only the incep- 
tion of the Church, whose ministers are 
ordained AMBASSADORS of Christ and 
good will “toward men” is the heart 
of God unburdened in the ministry 
of reconciliation which is given to 
us, and we are committed to this’ as- 
signment (2 Cor. 5:18-20). Wherefore, 
acting in Christ’s stead, Paul says there 
is a reward if we do this willingly, but 
“woe is me, if I speak not the gospel.” 
So we are compelled to give the same un- 
tiring devotion to the promotion of 
“good will” as we have Christ for our 
example. The testimony of His life, the 
memory of His death, and the vision of 
His resurrection are sufficient to bolster 
the faith of the believer, but to those 
who have not heard His testimony, who 
have nothing to constantly remind them 
that Christ died, who do not know Him 
and the power of His resurrection, to 
them He has instructed the believer to 
go as His ambassador, His witness, a min- 
ister of His gospel of reconciliation, and 
to this duty we are pledged, and must 
make the faithful word of reconciliation 
the paramount theme of our earthly ca- 
reer. If any other obligation supercedes 
this bounden duty of ours to bring the 
message of GOOD WILL to the mass 
of dying humanity those who act other- 
wise, are actuated and governed by 
worldly affairs and ambitions that can- 
not fit into the great program of Jesus 
Christ in SERVING humanity, and if 
not a fit into His earthly work, will 
never be suited for the revelation of 
His eternal heavenly glory. 

However, consecration to this good 
work can be accomplished only by a con-

THE Joy oF a Goop SHEPHERD 


“What meeof you, having a hundred 
sheep, if he ta one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and go after that which is lost, un- 
til he find it? And when he hath found 
it, he layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 
And when he cometh home, he calleth 
together his friends and neighbours, say- 
ing unto them, Rejoice with me; for I 
have found my sheep which was lost. I 
say unto you, that likewise joy shall be 
in heaven over one sinner that repenteth 
more than over ninety and nine just per- 
sons, which need no repentance,” Luke 
15:4-7. 


Here Jesus is describing the joy of a 
good shepherd who has done his duty in 
taking care of the sheep. It is the one 
that has gone astray that needs the most 
tender care of the shepherd. Many have 
thought that great care should be taken 
to keep the Church clean, and this is 
true, but according to the above verses 
it is the shepherd’s business to restore to 
the fold the sheep that have gone astray, 
or at least he should put forth every ef- 
fort possible to bring back the wander- 
ing sheep. How often ministers have neg- 
lected the ones that have strayed from 
the fold and gotten out where the enemy 
has an opportunity to devour or take 
away their spiritual life.

From these verses we see that it is very 
necessary for us to keep the command- 
ments of God. There will be a great de- 
light in obeying and keeping His com- 
mandments.

How About the Revival We Need

There must 
be ‘a full and unreserved surrender of 
ourselves, our time, talents, service and 
all to the Lord, that He may use us as 
He may see fit. There must be an un- 
hesitating obedience to His Word and 
will in everything, so far as we know, 
for His blessing and favor are promised 
to the willing and obedient servants. He 
can use no other in His great soul-saving 
program. 

2. Real revivals are the product of 
fervent, persevering prayer on the part 
of God’s people. It has ever been so. We 
will have revivals now as God’s people 
really give themselves over to prayer and 
hold on until the answer comes. The old

time Christians used to fast and pray.

3. If we desire the salvation of others 
and pray for them that God will save 
them, then we should make a _ special, 
personal effort to win them and do all 
we can to see that they are saved. If no 
effort is put forth to have a revival or 
to win sinners to the Lord, it is pretty 
certain that none will be saved. How few 
Christians really make an effort to get 
others saved. How many who will join 
in a shout and otherwise take part in the 
public worship, but make no earnest, de- 
termined effort to win sinners to Jesus. 
It is our honest conviction that every 
true Christian could win another to Je- 
sus if he went at it in earnest prayer with 
faith in God. At least it could do no 
harm to try. There are loved ones, 
friends and neighbors about you. Ask 
God to direct you; go, trusting the Lord, 
He will help you. 

Live for something. Do good and 
leave behind you a monument of virtue 
that the storm of time can never destroy.

The True Christian 
As Seen by the World 


Jesus stated emphatically that His fol- 
lowers were not to go through the forms 
of worship—giving, praying, etc., to be 
seen of men. Yet He showed plainly that 
true heart worship has its outward show- 
ing or “reward,” Matt. 6:1-8. 
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It is stated that Jesus “entered into an 
house, and would have no man know it: 
but He could not be hid,’ Mark 7:24. 
And so there are certain features of the 
Christian’s character and activities that 
are seen and known by the world. Some 
of them are as. follows: 

1. The healing and transformation of 
the unsaved is known by all. When the 
helpless cripple was healed and saved, as 
in Acts 3, the unbelievers and opposers 
of the apostles knew it as well as any- 
body. His change was complete. His out- 
look on life in its every aspect was now 
different, anyone could see that. And so 
today the world of sinners should see the 
same change in every professed follower 
of Jesus, and they do see it if it has been 
made. 

2. A true Christian walks honestly 
and lives consistently among the world 
of sinners (1 Pet. 2:12) and this they 
all can see and know. 

3. The Christian’s life is as a light 
that shines out through good works to 
all the world about him (Matt. 5:16). 
His walk is exemplary, being a pattern 
for even sinners to imitate (1 Tim. 4: 
12). 

4. The opposers and persecutors of the 
Church were given a new vision of what 
the despised Nazarene could do for igno- 
rant, sinful men when they saw the bold- 
ness and spirit of Peter and John (Acts 
4:13), and acknowledged “that they 
had been with Jesus.” Every true Chris- 
tian should so impress the world. 

5. The Spirit-filled Christian possesses 
a spirit of wisdom and power that is be- 
yond the control of worldly men. They 
cannot cope with it. This the disputers 
found in Stephen of old (Acts 6:10). 

6. God’s works and majesty are shown 
to the world by what the Christians do 
and say. “Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see,” Matt. 
11:4; 13:17. Sinners are thus convicted 
for their sins and for their rejection of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

7. The love and fellowship that Chris- 
tians have for each other is a testimony 
to sinners of the genuineness of the re- 
ligion of the Lord Jesus Christ. Jesus 
said, “By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another,” John 13:35. 

8. The Christian religion is to shine 
out as a light in the wicked world. 
Thousands of sinners have seen its light 
and come to it. Others are still seeing it 
wherever it shines, and are coming to it. 
Let your light shine, some sinner will 
see it and come to Jesus. 

9. In every foreign tongue represented 
in Jerusalem on the day of Pentecost the 
wonderful works of God were spoken 
(Acts 2:8, 11). Every human tongue is 
yet an avenue through which Christians 
may show the wonderful works of God 
to unsaved men.

Bethany Mission 
Shantung, China. 
December, 1938. 
Much beloved coworkers, 

If ever I did feel like crying out “‘Je- 
sus never fails,” it was on November 28, 
1938, at our water baptism. What a bless- 
ed and most beautiful day! Such warm 
sunshine! What a change—the day before 
a cold north wind did blow, the day after 
it was bitter cold! Let me tell you of the 
forty-three brave men and twelve Chinese 
sisters that did not fear what they will 
have to face along the walk of Christian 
life, for they all did hear of the way Je- 
sus went, and His own disciples. We did 
not fail to point out the way the saints 
of old did face the world and shame the 
devil; in face of hardship or death, we 
sang at the river “Trust and Obey.” 

A living stream of humanity did fol- 
low us to the river. Some did climb trees. 
All wanted to see and hear. Some say more 
than 500 did line the north bank. As I was 
standing in the water, my heart went out 
to all. I wanted to pray. Before me was 
joy and behind me was sorrow. Tears 
did run down. My heart was sad and in 
my weakness I cried unto my Master and 
told Him I was helpless; that I, in my- 
self, could do no more, for we have time 
after time spoken to all of them, yet they 
are still afar off, still on the road that 
leads down, down. Friends, did you ever 
feel such pain for the lost? So crying out, 
“Lord, help me,” lifting my hands to 
heaven, suddenly I felt an infusion of 
strength divine. The glory of God filled 
my soul. The first one that I did take by 
the hand was a sister sixty-eight years 
of age. My heart did leap with joy as the 
silver-hair came out of the water. Then 
a brother seventy-four years, another sev- 
enty-two and a boy of ten. Oh, joy, joy, 
and more joy! Fifty-five souls did follow 
the Lord, your fruit, our fruit. Thanking 
God and commanding those fifty-five 
souls to His care, I did turn to the north 


saying, “His infinite goodness has opened 
the eyes and hearts of those that you have 
seen go down in the water and rise up to 
the newness of life. Look, they shine like 
stars in the heavens. They scintillate with 
the glory of heaven. Listen to them sing, 
‘Here I give my all to Thee, Time and 
friends and earthly stores; Soul and body 
Thine to be, Wholly Thine for evermore.’ 
Friends, the miracle of regeneration is 
wonderful. Yea, it is powerful and no 
man can tell you, believe me, it is not your 
mind that can change your heart, but it is 
your heart that can change your mind, and 
heart and mind changes the life. Oh come 
to Jesus, come, come now! Our doors are 
closed to physical freedom. We all face 
need and danger, but there is still one open 
door that leads to the throne of God. No 
man on the face of the earth can shut 
this (Rev. 3:8). There is still the door 
of the soul that only you can open or 
close. Now, when a man keeps that heart 
door open and asks Jesus to come in, then 
he loses sight of the things that are of 
this world, and clings to the love and 
mercy of God. We must remember that 
there are two sides of our lives. Let me 
make it plain! One side is that we are at 
the mercy of man, with all of his cruel 
and unforgiving spirit, the sad road that 
leads down to a devil’s hell. Along that 
road we find ourselves sad and heart- 
broken in spirit, and bleeding on the way- 
side of life. Let me plead to leave this 
road. Come follow Jesus, it is wonderful 
beyond all measure and glorious. Come, 
take the road to true happiness.” 

At church on that day we did serve 
holy communion to 240, all baptized, and 
many did stand out in the yard. There is 
a hunger for the true God in China. 

Beloved coworkers, we pray that God 
be with you and make you a blessing, and 
ask that you remember this work and 
those in heathen darkness. Also pray with 
us that God will send support for the 
preacher at the new station, Dung T’ha 
Kei. Out of this village we did baptize 
twenty-six but there are more waiting.

I preached in A for ten days. One 
night I talked on “Bad Eggs,” how they 
looked like hen eggs, but hatched out 
buzzards, and often scorpions and venom- 
ous serpents; how they often failed to 
hatch, according to the sitting, and how 
the chickens of our sitting and hatching 
would ‘‘come home to roost.” 

During the talk an old man sat on my 
right, and seemed deeply interested. After 
church he took an hour of my time, and 
gave me a very graphic verification of 
the truth of my sermon, in a recital of his 
own checquered and blighted career. Ask- 
ing me to listen, he said: 

“Mr. Culpepper, every word you spoke 
tonight, I have proved the truthfulness 
of. My boyhood home is a living hell, in 
my memory; as I now see it, it was situ- 
ated quite on the verge of heaven, and I 
knew it not. If my brain, now under the 
pail of a liquor stupor, was again alive and 
could scintillate like that of Smith Pren- 
tiss, the brightest man I ever saw; and if 
my tongue, once the despair of reporters, 
but now in chronic rum paralysis—if it 
were again loose and limber, my mind 
could not hold more than a tithe of the 
endearments of my boyhood home, and 
my tongue could not convey to you more 
than a thumb-size picture of the home I 
wrecked and the heaven I lost. If I should 
attempt to describe my father in zoologi- 
cal terms, I would take the best points of 
the lion and the elephant and horse, and 
say my father was that and more. To 
convey to you a faint idea of my mother 
in floral terms, I would blend the most 
perfect features of the most beautiful 
flowers and mingle the perfume from 
them all, and say, ‘that reminds me of my 
mother.’ I had a fine brother and two 
rarely sweet sisters. My father was able to 
make home attractive, within and with- 
out, and he did. The house was large, the 
barn was large, the yard was large, the 
spring was large, the fields were large, the 
library was large. Our home ideals, in con- 
sequence, grew to be large. I came home 
from school, educated, and with life leap- 
ing before me like a cataract—a very 
Niagara. 

“But, sir, I brought home with me a 
friend—my classmate, with whom, and 
for whose sake, I had already acquired a 
fondness for drink. My parents were 


quick to detect it, and then and there, 


fell the first shadow across our happy, 
healthy, heavenly hearthstone, and I, poor 
wretch, threw the shadow. 


“They talked to me, but I was so in- 
fatuated with my friend, and our con- 
vival companions that I grew restive and 
shunned their presence. Oh, I ‘set my 
hen’ with good intentions, but the hatch 
was always disappointing to my parents, 
and indeed to myself. I formed the habit 
of drinking, then I was seized by a thirst 
for it, which I now know came from my 
ancestors, though father was sober. Fa- 
ther lectured and warned me. Mother 
kissed me and cried over me, but I made 
a red-eyed drunkard at the boyish age of 
twenty-four. An awful hatch, Mr. Cul- 
pepper. 

“I rapidly became irregular in my 
home-comings, was insolent toward my 
father, cruelly cold to my mother, pro- 
fane to my brother and rough toward my 
gentle and unresentful sisters. An awful 
whiskey hatch, was it not, sir? 

“One morning, after family prayer, led 
in the broken tones of my brokenhearted 
father and suppressed sobs of my sweet 
and saintly mother, I cursed at my broth- 
er in the presence of my family, being yet 
under the debauch of the previous two 
days and nights. My father turned and 
said: ‘Thurman, my besotted boy, you 
have, by your conduct, taken the very 
bone of my neck, so that I can’t hold up 
my head if I would; you have ruthlessly 
crushed every idol and ideal that we have 
erected and proudly cherished; you have 
taken the family coat of arms, which 
hung aloft here and planted in the 
brothal; put pallor for peach in your 
mother’s cheeks, lead for luster in her 
eyes, a reeking red for the angel- 
touched ruby of her pure lips; you have 
put the very horrors of hell into her 
nerves; you have taken her serene faith 
in you and her God and left for it, the 
dolorous despair of the dungeon; you have 
frightened off the angels who. used to 
bring us our sleep and security, until our 
nights are scenes of horrors; look at your 
weeping twin sisters, who go red-eyed to 
school every day, and for whom you have 
not had a kiss or kind word in a year; 
look at your young brother sitting there, 
once gladly worshiping you—look at him, 
who looked to you for leadership and pro- 
tection—wait a minute my boy! I am 
nearly done. I have done all I can to check 
your drunken career, but you have gone 
from bad to worse until you’re cursing 
your father and brother, and do it in the 
presence of your mother and sisters. Now, 


I am driven to forbid you access to this 
house, until you can, at least, restrain 
your profanity.’ At these words, my 
mother fainted and fell to the floor, while 
my sisters screamed out the agony of 
their young hearts. I, a poor rum-ruined 
wretch, got up and went out cursing, say- 
ing, ‘You'll never lay eyes on me again.’ 
Another awful hatch, Mr. Culpepper. 

“IT went adrift—God knows where all. 
The pangs of hunger gnawed me; the rag- 
man pursued me; the hot fever of shame 
burned me; the thirst for liquor parched 
me; vile lusts raged through me. But on I 
drifted—sometimes working passage on a 
boat, sometimes stealing a ride, with other 
tramps, sometimes burned with the fevers 
of southern swamps, sometimes frost-bit- 
ten in Alaskan snows—always drifting in- 
to the barroom to leave every cent. 

A LETTER FROM HOME 

“T had a letter to follow me up, telling 

of the sickness of sisters and brother with 


scarlet fever. I tramped home, and arrived . 


only in time to see a sister and brother 
die and buried. Another bad hatch, Mr. 
Culpepper. 

“I left home, a rover, a vertible tramp. 
Gone over two years, I drifted back, ar- 
riving one moonlight night, approaching 
the house by the cemetery, and seeing a 
new grave, I felt it was my precious 
mother’s. Pausing a few minutes, I entered 
the yard and stepped up on the piazza, 
wondering that the house was so dark. My 
father spoke from his accustomed place 
at the end of the porch, where I had 
known him to sit, read, converse, or doze 
many a happy hour. I at once said, ‘Papa, 
is mamma dead?’ He so quietly, so sadly 
said, ‘Yes, Thurman, she left a letter for 
you in her Bible on the center table.’ Mr. 
Culpepper, that was one hatch I could not 
take off, so I turned and took to the road. 
I returned after a few months, to find 
father sick. I sobered up and cared for 
him until he died. I gave him my sacred 
promise to never drink again, and received 
his tender pardon. Sister and I buried him 
by the others. Then I sat down and felt 
that every egg I ever set had hatched a 
vulture which was now picking at my 
vitals. For sister’s sake and for the promise 
I made my dying father, I went to work. 
I won the heart of a sweet girl, who, with 
me, lifted the debt off the old place and 
I was sadly happy, and divided my time 
between my sweet wife and girl and two 
boys, and our farm.

Isaac and Rebekah had been married 
for twenty years and the Lord had not 
given them any little children to bright- 
en their home, so Isaac prayed and asked 
God to give them some children.

Of course we 
do not have birthrights in our country, 
but each son is usually treated alike. 

Yes, Esau and Jacob were twins but 
Esau was just a little older than Jacob so 
the birthright belonged to him. That 
meant that Esau would get the most of 
Isaac’s property and therefore the best 
blessing. No doubt Jacob was jealous 
and thought that as he was just about as 
old as Esau it would be unfair for Esau 
to have the birthright and all it meant, 
and had thought and thought for a long 
time how he could manage to get it, so 
he thought that while Esau was about to 
die of hunger would be a good time to 
make a bargain. 

Jacob told him he would give him

Well, Esau 
was so hungry that he didn’t stop to 
think just what it would mean to sell 
his birthright for a bowl of soup; he was 
only thinking about how hungry he was 
and if he should die the birthright would 
do him no good anyway, so he told him 
that would be all right with him. Jacob 
made him even swear to him so that 
when he had eaten and was over his hun- 
gty spell he couldn’t take it back, and 
so Esau sold his birthright to Jacob for 
some soup.

THE BLEssING 

Isaac was forty years old when he 
married Rebekah; he was sixty years old 
when Esau and Jacob were born. Now 
his sons are grown men, forty years old 
themselves, and Isaac is a hundred years 
old. He was almost blind, so blind that 
he could not tell one of his sons from 
the other unless he put his hands on 
them, or could hear them talk. He was a 
good man and loved and worshiped God. 
God had blessed him and given him the 
same promises He had given to his fa- 
ther Abraham. 

Isaac, being a hundred years old and 
nearly blind, thought he would not live 
long and that it was about time for him 
to bless his boys before he died. One day 
he called Esau and told him to go out 
and get him some meat and fix it like 
he liked it, then he would bless him, for 
he didn’t know what day his time would 
come to die. 

Of course Esau had sold his birthright 
to Jacob and since then no doubt he had 
thought how foolish he had been to do 
such a thing. Now he perhaps thought 
that his father would give him back part 
of the birthright when he blessed him. 
We do not know whether Isaac intended 
to do that or not, anyway we know he 
loved Esau best. But something hap- 
pened. 

Rebekah heard Isaac tell Esau to go 
and bring him some savory meat so she 


‘advised Jacob what to do for she wanted 


him to receive the blessing instead of 
Esau. She told him to go and get two fat 
kids out of the flock-and she would cook 
them as his father liked them and he 
could take them to him so he would re- 
ceive the blessing. You remember Isaac 
was very blind and of course he would 
not be able to see if it was Esau or Jacob 
who brought the meat to him. 

Jacob knew that his father could not 
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see him but he thought that if he should 
touch him he would know the differ- 
ence, or that he was not Esau, as Esau 
had very hairy skin while his skin was 
smooth, and so he suggested to his 
mother that if his father should find out 
he was trying to deceive him he would 
be angry and would curse him instead of 
bless him. Rebekah told Jacob that if 
his father cursed him she would bear the 
curse for him, and that he must go and 
do as she told him. 

Jacob brought the kids and his mother 
cooked them just as Isaac liked to have 
meat cooked.

brethren, and let thy mother’s sons bow 
down to thee: cursed be every one that 
curseth thee, and blessed be he that bless- 
eth thee.” 

Just about the time Isaac had finished 
blessing Jacob poor Esau came in, and 
how startled Isaac was when. he found 
that he had been deceived and had 
blessed Jacob instead of Esau. He was so 
excited he trembled but he said that he 
could not take back the blessing. It was 
too late. Esau began to cry and ask his 
father to bless him also. He said it was 
not fair for Jacob had cheated him out 
of his birthright and now had taken his 
blessing also. So Isaac blessed him but 
could not give him as good a blessing as

stant application of the principles of 
Christ Jesus to our individual life; then 
an assidious regard for the person and 
eternal welfare of others. When we place 
ourselves in this humble position, we will 
become privileged to witness the unpar- 
alleled miraculous transaction of guilty 
sinners becoming reconciled to God and 
their subsequent walk of holiness. For 
God will be in us, as He was in Christ, 
in the person of the Holy Ghost, to com- 
municate God’s will to men, and to ef- 
fect a reconciliation between an offended 
Creator and the creature, the offender. 
How truly will our position be great and 
exalted, yet equally true it is a service 
that must be rendered in humbleness of 
mind. There is no more vulnerable serv- 
ice to which it is possible to devote our 
person, time and energies, and none car- 
rying so great compensation to the devo- 
tee. 

It pays now, giving peace to the soul 
in a world of storm and wars; rest in 
the midst of turbulent unrest;  satisfac- 
tion! Yes, keen delight in beholding the 
hands of God at work in His workshop; 
satisfaction in witnessing the finished 
product—the resurrected soul. Greater 
still, the “pay day” in the bye and bye, 
and the benediction of the Lord on that 
trustworthy servant, “Well done thou 
good and faithful servant . . . enter in- 
to the joy of thy Lord.” This compen- 
sation God gives to those who have 
worked long and ardously at the task of 
the unfinished business of Christ Jesus— 
the suffering servant of Isa. 53, and 
faithful witness of God. 

Here may be made the test of true dis-

cipleship. If we are numbered among 
those who constitute the faithful work- 
ers and witnesses of Christ who was the 
most faithful worker, we will work as 
He did. We will receive His Father’s ap- 
probation, also. Here is His testimony: 
" I have greater witness than that 
of ‘John: for the works which the Father 
hath given me to finish, the same works 
that I do, bear witness of me, that the 
Father hath sent me.” “... I must 
work the works of him that sent me, 
while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work” (John 5:36; 9:4). 
Observe the march of time—the earthly 
ministry of good works, unselfish devo- 
tion, and the faithful word of witnessing 
is completed. We see Christ in the gar- 
den, the closing chapters of His earthly 
career. We hear the prayer of submission 
and intercession, “I have glorified thee 
on the earth. I have finished the work 
which thou gavest ME to do. I have 
manifested thy name unto the MEN 
which thou gavest me out of the world 
. I have given them thy word. . 
as thou hast sent me into the world, even 
so have I also sent them into the world. 
And for their sakes, I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified thru 
the truth... and 
thou gavest me J have given them; that 
they may be one, even as we are one. I 
in them, and thou in me that they may 
be made perfect in one and that the 
world may KNOW that thou hast sent 
me.” As God was in Christ “reconciling 
the world unto Himself,” do we not oc- 
cupy this enviable position now? 

In conclusion, in reckoning all of 
these truths as ministers of Christ, and 
as disciples of His in whatever position 
God has placed us, may we not realize 
the vast responsibility incumbent upon 
us for the conscientious discharge of 
this work Christ has committed unto us 
as His faithful ambassadors and wit- 
nesses? May we not constantly strive to 
build “GOOD WILL” for Christ and 
His institution; endeavor to bring God’s 
GOOD WILL TO MEN? Matt. 25:14, 
“For the kingdom of heaven is as a man 
traveling into a far country, who called 
his own servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods.” Let us observe closely 
and see if we are dispensing the Master’s 
“soods” advantageously so that we may 
receive the “crown of righteousness” of 
which Paul spoke. The minister of Christ 
has been compared to the sturdy, faith- 
ful and humble old ox who “treadeth 
out the corn.” There is not to be found 
among God’s creatures a more stable 
beast of burden than the ox. God help us 
to first acquire the disposition of the ox 
if we are contemplating the active work 
of the ministry, and God help those who 
cannot, or are not qualified to go to take 
the muzzle off the faithful minister 
God has SENT.
